Claims 2-28 MEET the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4). because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a 
process for making a saw blade tip comprising: cutting an array of tips from a PCD blank; the PCD blank having a PCD 
layer pre-joined to a carbide layer; each tip having two diverging radially-relieved side surfaces; and wherein the array is 
formed by a plurality of adjacent tips oriented such that one of said relieved side surfaces of one tip is adjacent the opposite 
relieved side surface of another tip.
